Union}Men of America: 


COMMON SENSE will not com- 
ment in: general on Truman’s veto 
of the Taft-Hartley labor bill as it is 
not our policy to take part in purely 
labor matters. - Nor does space per- 
mit comment on the political or his- 
torical significance-of the over-riding 
of the veto. 

We do know that the Communist 
leaders in many unions are mainly 
concerned with the provision in the 
new law which prevents Communists 
from holding office in unions. This 
is a terrific blow at Red Slavery — 
for many, mainly CIO, unions are 
partly or completely ruled by offi- 
cers who are Communists. The Un- 
ited Electrical and Radio Workers, 
CIO, with about 700,000 members, 
is ruled by foreign-born Communists. 

Hence, Communists pyramided 
their strength by pushing all labor at 
their command into organized pro- 
tests to Truman and organized pleas 
to Congress.. Excerpts from an 
article in Think-Weékly of Aug. 4, 
1946, are interesting and appropri- 
ate redding at this time. We quote: 


UNION MEN OF AMERICA: 

You do not want your Unien de- 
stroyed. The smart employer does 
not want your Union destroyed You 
do not want drastic laws passed af- 
fecting your Union. All unions in 
the U. S. are facing a crisis. 

The next few months will be crit- 
ical times for the laboring man. You 
have helped build up these Unions, 
.-but -by inactivity you have allowed 
many of. these locals to be domin- 
ated by Reds. THINK-WEEKLY is 
very friendly to Unions, but we de- 
spise Communism. However, we do 
not detest it any more than many of 
your Union officers who are doing 


their best to clean the Reds. out. 

We are giving you some informa- 
tion and suggestions that will save 
your Unions. 


How many of you pay your dues 
to help support the Union but never 
go near the meetings? You are too 
tired or too busy. You have allowed 
a small clique of Reds or Red con- 
trolled noisy members to run your 
local.. They are never too busy to 
attend meetings. The clique con- 
trols your grievance commiittee and 
all important committees. When 
they want something passed they get 
on the floor and it is passed. You 
don’t know if it is a good thing for 
you.or a bad thing. It aggravates 
the Company, so it must be a good 
thing for you. 

You do not realize that Commun- 
ist master-minds, miles away, may 
be directing the grievance commit- 
tee so that there will always be 
trouble, aggravation of men and 
Company officials. To stimulate 
trouble and strife is the main thought 
behind the Communists’ philosophy 
of strikes. 

Communists work for months and 
years to work up a Strike. 
what they want — dissatisfaction, 
unemployment, hunger. If you do 
not know this, you have not read 
their teachings. Their leaders have 
taught this for years. Real Com- 
munists are not interested in your 
welfare, if they were they would not 
have made slaves of the working- 
man in Russia. That is what you will 
have if you do not clean out your 
Unions. 

If your Union card is worth pro- 
tecting, attend meetings, take a

l read with interest and with re- 
gret this morning in The New York 
Times, a dispatch in which it said 
that the Department had said that 
“our policy toward Spain has not 
changed in any respect. Satisfactory 
political and economic relations are 
not possible as long as the Franco 
regime remains in power. No loans 
or credits by the United States are 
being considered.” 

l hope you will pardon me if I 
say frankly that the continuation of 


That is this attitude, in view of the facts of 


the past, reflect discredit on the 
State Department and on the Amer- 
ican Republic. For so long as we 
tolerate the inhumanity that without 
question prevails in Soviet Russia 
with ten or twenty million of its own 
citizens or subjects in concentration 
camps, and with its record of murder 
of its own people—so long as we 
have besmirched our récord by shift- 
ing from Mikhailovitch to Tito in 
Yugoslavia, and so long as we have 
on our record the fact that we be-

_trayed the. Polish people, this atti- 
tude on our part toward Franco not 
only does not make sense, but leads 
to the inescapable conclusion in the 
minds of fair-minded Americans that 
we have knuckled down to Soviet 
Russia through fear; and that 
through fear of the same element we 
are following the wishes of Soviet 
Russia with respect to Spain. 

` I was glad, Mr. Secretary, when 
you became the head of the State 
` Department. | hoped and believed 


that it would to a large extent mean | 


an end to the grave policy we had 
been pursuing toward Soviet Russia. 
To a great extent I believe that this 
is so.— I believe that under your di- 
. rection American-policy. toward. Rus- 
sia has firmed up. I have expressed 
approval of the new policy of aiding 
Greece and Turkey against the fur- 
ther spread of Communism. 

Why, then, must we continue to 
follow Russia’s will with respect to 
Spain? How can you justify oppos- 
ing Communism in the Eastern Med- 
iteranean and playing into its hands 
in the Western Mediterranean? 

You are of course familiar with 
Winston Churchill’s extended tribute 
which he paid Franco in his speech 
in the House of Commons May 24, 
1944. He made very clear that 
Franco had aided in the North Af- 
rican landing, and had aided Amer- 
_ican airmen crossing Spain. 

Former Ambassador Carlton J. H. 
Hayes, in his book Wartime Mission 
in Spain, likewise pays tribuge to the 
help rendered by Franco. In fact, 
I have talked with several former 
ambassadors to Spain, two of whom 
have represented this country since 
1933, and | gather that their views 
coincide with those of Mr. Churchill. 

| have been in Europe myself 
many times in the last fifty years, 
but I had never visited Spain until 
1938. I.had a chance to see what 
was going on — a chance to observe 
the extent to which Soviet Russia 
was influencing if not conducting the 
affairs of the leftist government. 
had a chance to mingle with consid- 
erable numbers of people on the 
Franco side, and to realize how wide- 
ly he was aceepted among all classes. 
I am familiar, too, as you must be, 
with the history of the raising of the 
International Brigade by the Com- 
-‘munists of the different nations, 
among them the raising of the so- 
called Abraham Lincoln Brigade. 
That whole International Brigade

was simply the work of the Com- 
munist Party. Most of the members 
were Communists — the Commun- 
ist Party has boasted of it repeatedly. 

Naturally Soviet Russia and the 
various Communist Parties in the 
world were chagrined when their 
forces in Spain were beaten. That 
was the greatest defeat Soviet Russia 
and her Communist philosophy has 
had. That, I am convinced, is the 
reason why the Soviet Russian pres- 
sure on the United States as*well as 
other countries is so great-in her at- 
tempts to get rid of Franco. 


1 would not want to see the Franco 
type of government here in the 
United States — though | confess 
that in the past twelve or fourteen 
years- some phases of our govern- 
ment have been just about as Fas- 
cistic as anything in Spain. 1 have 
never met Franco, though when | 
was in Spain in 1938 | tried to inter- 
view him for the New York Herald 
Tribune for whom I was doing some 
temporary writing. 

But because I would not approve 


his form of government for the Un-. 


ited States does not prevent me from 
seeing that the great Republic of the 
United States is making a sad mis- 
take in yielding to Soviet influence 
in continuing its attitude with respect 
to Spain. 

You are greatly interested in the 
success of the United Nations. How 
can the United Nations ever succeed 
if it makes, as it did in San Francisco, 
a corner-stone of its structure the 
policy of deciding that the people of 
Spain cannot have the kind of gov- 
ernment they want, or the kind of 
ruler they want. 

I would like to hear from you, Mr. 
Secretary. I would like to hear di- 
rectly from you — not from some 
subordinate. 

If you believe that | am wrong in 


my views, will you be good enough 
to tell me the reasons for your opin- 
ion? z

My dear Mr. Hart: ` 

I have been asked to reply to your 
letter of May 10, -1947,-addressed to 
Secretary Marshall concerning this 
Government's policy toward Spain. 


As I am sure you must realize, the 
volume of correspondence received 
by the Secretary is 50 great that he 
is unable to answer it all personally. 
Your letter, however, has been care- 
fully read and given full considera- 
tion by the officers of this Depart- 
ment concerned with the matters 
which you discuss. 

This country’s relations with the 
present Government of Spain are 
strongly influenced by its > origin, 
nature and record of close associa- 
tion during the war with the German 
and Italian aggressors, who assisted 
the regime to rise to power. United 
States policy toward Spain is not dic- 
tated by the interest of any other 
country. 

This Government has frequently 
stated its desire to see the elimina- 
tion of the Franco regime in Spain 
and the reestablishment, without the 
renewal of civil strife, of a demo- 
cratic - government based upon the 
freely expressed will of the Spanish 
people. It has long been the opinion 
of this Government that it is for the 
Spanish people themselves to de- 
termine the type of government 
which they wish to have. This is 
equally as true with respect to the 
form of government as it is with re- 
spect to the individuals of whom it 
should be composed. By an over- 
whelming majority the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations adopt- 
ed on December 12, 1946, a resolu- 
tion embodying this same principle. 

Many groups both here and abroad 
believe that an immediate change 
in the Government of Spain should 
be forced by the systematic applica- 
tion of international coercive mea- 
sures. It is, however, our judgment 


that such measures would lead ul- 
timately to conditions of economic 
and political chaos.in Spain and the 
complete negation of the objectives 
of our policy. 


The other course, to which this 
Government . adheres, is to permit 
the international political situation in 
Spain to develop gradually to the 
point where the Spanish people will 
be able to direct their own affairs in 
their own way. 


In the meantime, so long as the 
Franco regime remains in power, 
Spain must expect to remain isolated 
from the organized community of 
nations. 


You may be sure that the Depart- 
ment is fully aware of the factors 
brought out.in your. letter and. that 
these and all other aspects of the 
Spanish situation are taken into con- 
sideration in developing the course 
of action best calculated to promote 
the national interest of the United 
States and the cause of international 
peace and stability.

Questions in Second Letter to Secretary of State Marshall.

My dear Mr. Secretary: 


l refer to a letter from the Depart- 
ment of State dated May 27, 1947 
(I am asked to refer in replying to 
PL), signed by Mr. Francis H. Rus- 
sell, Director, Office of Public Af- 
fairs, in answer to mine of May 10, 
addressed to yourself. 


This letter of the Department 
states that: 


“This country’s relations with the 
present Government of Spain are 
strongly influenced by its origin, na- 
ture and record of close association 
during the war with the German and 
Italian aggressors, who assisted the 
regime in its rise to power. United 
States policy toward Spain is not dic- 
tated by the interest of any other 
country.” 


If the State Department is op- 
posed to all aggressors, what about 
the joint aggression of Hitler and 
Stalin which precipitated World War 
il on Sept. 1, 1339, aad continued 
till June 22, 1941? What about 
the aggressors in Poland and Jugo- 
slavia, with which the United. States 
maintains full diplomatic relations? 


And certainly the Department has 
not forgotten that, while Hitler and 
Mussolini aided Franco in the Span- 
ish Civil War, 
rendered even greater aid to the 


1936-1939, Stalin! 


leftist “Republican” group; nor that 
through the agency of the “Com- 
munist Party of the U.S.A.” several 
thousand left-wing American youths 
were recruited on American soil, 
contrary to the laws of the United 
States, and were sent to Spain on 
American passports, real or forged, 
and those responsible for this un- 
lawful recruiting have never been 
prosecuted. 


When did the State Department) iSi i 


become aware of the “‘origin, nature 
and record,” etc., of the present 
Spanish government? Apparently 
quite recently because on the eve of 
the American landing in North Af- 
rica, President Roosevelt wrote a let- 
ter to General Franco which was 
personally delivered to him by Am- 
bassador Hayes (see page 91, War- 
time Mission in Spain, by Dr. Hayes) 
in which letter are the following two 
paragraphs: 


“It is because your nation and 
mine are friends in the best sense of 
the word, and because you and I are 
sincerely desirous of the continua- 
tion of that friendship for our mutual 
good, that | want very simply to tell 
you of the compelling reasons that 
have forced me to send a powerful 
military force to North Africa. . . . 


“I hope you will accept my full 
assurance that these moves are in no 
shape, manner or forma directed 
against the government or people of 
Spain, or Spanish Morocco or Span- 
ish Territories —- metropolitan or 
sovereign. I believe that the Spanish

» holds that “certain truths are self- 
T evident,” that is they are beyond dis- 
» pute and therefore need no proof of 
T their correctness, and that ‘‘all men 
T are created equal,” being endowed 
by God with certain natural rights. 
These rights are held to be inalien- 
able, that is, they cannot be trans- 
ferred to others, or abrogated, be- 
cause they are part of the nature 
with which God endowed man. 
These rights, named in the Declara- 
tion -of Independence, are (1) the 
right to life, which is God-given;

The Colonial tyrannies of George 
Ill, that prompted the issuance of the 
Declaration of Independence, were 
mild compared to the tyrannies that 
Lenin !] is imposing upon hundreds 
of millions of inhabitants of Soviet- 
ized lands. 

Never was there a time im the his- 


and rededicate our 
country to them, than during the 
liberty-threatening times in which we 
live. The EVIL EYE OF TOTAL- 
ITARIANISM is centered upon weak- 
ening, destroying, or engulfing the 
U.S.A. The moral stability of Amer- 
icans, necessary to defeat the ad- 
vancing foe of the principles in the 
Declaration of Independence, is 
weakening, due to the moral delin- 
quency caused by irreligion, divorce, 
abortion, alcoholism, and unmen- 
tionable diseases, that have been on 
the increase. 

Adherence to the principles in the 
Declaration of Independence, pro- 
claimed on the Fourth of July, is 
weakened by more than a half of 
our American population ignoring 
church or synagogue affiliation.

This 
they have done, and continue to do,

The signers of the Declaration of 
Independence held that religion is 
the basis of personal morality; that 
without religion national morality 
cannot be maintained. Every one of 
them believed that religion should be 
included in a properly balanced edu- 
cational course to develop a citizen- 
ry of the highest order, as existed in 
the schools attended by the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence. 

A World Bill of Rights has been 
prepared by the U. N. Secretariat 
that is-minus reference to the Creat- 
or, whom the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence recognizes as the source 
from which basic rights emanate. 
Therefore the rights in it are set 
down as alienable rights, rights that 
are subject to the will of the state or 
any tyrant who may happen to dom- 
inate it. The United Nations Secre- 
tariat disregarded the Declaration 
of Rights submitted to it last Febru- 
ary by the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, very likely because the 
Author of human rights was its start- 
ing point. The preamble of the De- 
claration of Rights reads in part as 
follows: 

“God the Creator of the human 
race, has charged man with obliga- 
tions arising from his personal dig- 
nity, and from his relations as a 
social being. These obligations are 
in reference to the Creator, to him- 
self, to his family and fellow-men, to 
the State and to the community of 
States. For the fulfillment of these 
obligations man is endowed with 
certain natural, inalienable’ rights. 
These obligations and rights form 
the substance of the moral law which 
can be known by reason.”

Spain has 
nothing to fear from the United 
Nations.” 


Can it be supposed that the then 
President of the United States was 
saying to General Franco what he 
did not mean, merely with the object 
of, if possible, persuading Franco not 
to interfere in any way with the land- 
ing in Africa? It appears so because 
Franco has done nothing since the 
date of that letter which could, or 
should, have changed our attitude 
toward Spain. Others like Tito have 
committed flagrant and open crimes 
against humanity and have given 
great insult ‘to the United States in 
addition. We remain passive toward 
Tito — and we show open belliger- 
ence teward Franco. 

Is it possible that the State De- 
partment regards a crime committed 
on one side of the street as a crime— 
while much more despicable crimes 
committed on the other side of the 
street are something to disregard 
and forget? 

The State Department has scrup- 
ulously observed the Yalta and Pots- 
dam agreements consented to by the 
President of the United States, even 
though those agreements gave the 
people of even our ally Poland over 
into the barbarous hands of Soviet 
Russia. Why is it then that it fails 
to observe the entirely voluntary as- 
surances gwen by President Roose- 
velt to the Franco government of 
Spain? 

Dr. Hayes in his book makes it 
clear, incidentally, that in several 
important respects the Franco gov- 
ernment did actually assist in the 
North African landing, or at least in- 
terposed not the slightest interfer- 
ence. 

And we have the definite and 
lengthy tribute of our British ally, 
Mr. Churchill, made in Parliament 
on May 24, 1944, to the favorable 
attitude of the Franco government 
with respect to this landing. 

To one who reads the record of 
recent years the policy of the State 
Department toward the Franco gov- 
ernment is too full of contradiction 
to be called a “policy.” For instance, 
the United States on March 4, 1946, 
joined in a “Declaration” by the 
United Kingdom, the United States 
and France, to the effect that the 
Franco government should with- 


draw, the Falange party should be 
abolished, and a caretaking govern- 
ment established “under which Span- 
ish people may have an opportunity 
freely to determine the type of gov- 
ernment they wish to have, and to 
choose their leaders.” 


But seven days later, a consider- 
able protest having arisen both in 
Britain and the United States, a note 
of the American State Department 
said: 


“At the same time the govern- 
ment of the United States is com- 
pelled to say that it regards the 
change of the existing regime in 
Spain as a task for the Spanish 
people themselves. It is the privi- 
lege and the responsibility of the 
people of Spain to determine the 
form of government under which 
Spain wishes to live and to choose 
the leaders of their government.’”* 


More recently, as set forth in my 
letter to you of May 10, some 
apanan for the State Department 
said: 

“Satisfactory political and econ- 
omic relations are not possible as 
lorig as the Franco regime remains 
in power.” 

Webster’s Dictionary says that a 
policy is “A settled or definite course 
or method adopted and followed by 
a government, institution, body, or 
individual.” 

It is impossible to say that under 
this definition the State Department 
has had a policy toward Spain. With- 
out doubt the general trend of the 
Department’s method has been aided 
and abetted by leftist writers of every 
hue in the United States. 


The letter signed by Mr. Russell 
States: 

“This government has frequently 
stated its desire to see the elimina- 
tion of the Franco regime in Spain 
and the reestablishment, without the 
renewal of civil strife, of a demo- 
cratic government based upon the 
freely expressed will of the Spanish 
people.”’ 

Why should we be so persistent in 
the United States to upset the Franco 
government, since that government 
won out in the great Civil War of 
1936-39? 

Has the State Department so few 
problems on its hands that it can find 
time to join with other nations (all 
of them communistic or socialistic) 
in a course that has as its admitted 
objective the overthrow of the gov- 
ernment of a nation, which President 


i Roosevelt told Franco was “a friend 


in the best sense” of the United 
States? Is that the State Depart- 
ment’s idea of friendship? 

Has the State Department “‘fre- 
quently stated its desire to see the 
elimination of” the Soviet puppet 
regime in Poland, in which country 
the most horrible atrocities have 
been committed? 


Has the State Department ‘‘fre- 
quently stated its desire to see the 
elimination of” the Tito government 
in Jugoslavia? 


The letter signed by Mr. Russell 
Says that: 

“Many groups both here and 
abroad believe that an immediate 
change in the government of Spain 
should be forced by the systematic 
application of international coercive 
measures.” 

Mr. Russell, however, does not 
venture to explain what those groups 
are or whom they represent. This is 
not necessary under the circum- 
stances. All of them are left-wing 
if not outright communistic groups, 
or groups that to a greater or less 
degree cooperate with the commun- 
istic world forces. We believe they 
take their cue straight from the 
Daily Worker or PM. 

I agree heartily with the judgment 
of the State Department as ex- 
pressed by the letter signed by Mr. 
Russell, that ‘‘such measures would 
lead ultimately to conditions of ec- 
onomic and political chaos in Spain 
and the complete negation of the ob- 
jectives of our policy.” There would 
seem to be no doubt that that is pre- 
cisely what would happen. And that 
would also be the fulfillment of one 
of the most important objectives of 
Soviet Russian policy. 

But the other course, to which Mr. 
Russell says the State Department 
adheres, is “to permit the internal 
political situation in Spain to develop 
gradually to the point where the 
Spanish people will be able to direct 
their own affairs in their own way.” 

But, my dear Mr. Secretary, how 
do you know the Spanish people are 
not perfectly competent to conduct 
their own affairs? I am aware that 
there has long been persistent press 
propaganda, carefully nurtured and 
slanted by the left-wing element, to 
the effect that the government of 
Spain is tottering and about to fall. 
It is only when an objective writer 
like Henry J. Taylor visits Spain and 
reports these assertions to be greatly 
exaggerated — that in fact outside

interference in Spain has actually 
strengthened Franco — that the ` 
reading public is given the situation 
in fair perspective. : 


The notion has been cultivated in 
the U. S. that the Franco forces 
won the civil war through the aid of 
Hitler and Mussolini. This is untrue. 
He did receive aid from both though 
not to the extent rumored. And he 
received no aid from them till long 
after Communist Russia had been 
actively at work in support of what 
The New York Times then called the 
Spanish “Reds.” 


The Department’s letter says: 


“In the meantime, so long as the 
Franco regime remains in power, 
Spain must expect to remain isolated 
from the organized community of 
nations.” 

But why, Mr. Secretary — why, 
except that the Stalin government 
of Russia has so decreed? - 

Has the Franco government done 
any harm to the United States? If 
so, what? And when? Has Franco 
shot down American airmen, like 
Tito? Or arrested American diplo- 
mats or officers, like the Russians? 

Why has the United States permit- 
ted itself to continue to follow this 
communistic, anti-Franco line, when 
it is so obvious to any intelligent 
reader of foreign dispatches, not to 
mention domestic dispatches, that 
the world propaganda against Fran- 
co is of Communist origin? 

One has only to read the Daily 
Worker, the New Masses, and PM, 
to see the strongest possible con- 
firmation of this fact. 


The Department’s letter closes by 
saying: 

“You may be sure that the De- 
partment is fully aware of the factors 
brought out in your letter and that 
these and all other aspects of the 
Spanish situation are taken into con- 
sideration in developing the course 
of action best calculated to promote 
the national interest of the United 
States and the cause of international 
peace and stability.” 

Until you, Mr. Secretary, find time 
to complete a thorough overhauling 
of State Department policy and per- 
sonnel, its statements should, | sub- 
mit, be analyzed in the light of such 
information as the public now pos- 
sesses — including the following: 

The House Committee on Un- 
American Activities on May 27 (as 
reported in The New York Times of 
May 28), stated that ‘Some of the

most flagrant Communist propagan- 
da films were produced as a result of 
White House pressure.”

When’ President Roosevelt donated 
180 bombers to Russia, Stalin would 
not permit United States airmen to 
make delivery. Russians were sent to 
the United States, trained here, and 
flew them back. When they arrived, 
all United States marks were eliminated 
and replaced by Russian and published 
as Russian production, as also were all 
tanks, trucks, and all other war mater- 
ials supplied by the United States. 


When the surrender of the Japanese 
took place on the U.S.S. Missouri, the 
Russjans built up a photograph, show- 
ing the Russian representative signing 
the document, and published it as a 
Russian ship and that Russia won the 
Japanese war alone, whereas, they 
never rendered any aid, but instead, 
stole everything in Manchuria that was 
possible.

Soviet control, from interfering with 
the internal affairs of this country. The 
Soviet Government expressly agrees to 
complete freedom of religious worship, 
and liberty of conscience to Americans 
temporarily or permanently residing in 
the U.S.S.R., including the use of rites 
in English, or in any other language 
customarily used, and the leasing, erect- 
ing, and maintenance of buildings for 
that purpose. A consular convention 
will be -negotiated immediately, in 
which United States citizens will have 
rights of legal protection, ‘not less fav- 
orable’ than those enjoyed by ‘Nation- 
als of the Nation most favored in this 
respect? ”. 


We all know that NONE of these 
terms, agreements, and acts have been 
complied with, INSTEAD, they have 
been flouted and brazenly disregarded.

The United States adheres to its 
treaties and obligations. It has been 
very generous in giving and supplying 
war equipment and supplies and foods 
to Russia.

Most of us know that Wright in- 
vented the airplane, Robert Fulton the 
steamboat, Edison the electric light. 
and so forth. But, since so few know 
the real history of Communism, we 
give it here.— 


In May, 1776, Adam Weishaupt, a 
university teacher of Bavaria, first put 
into actual practice the principles that 
the world could be conquered by in- 
fecting the masses of peoples with false 
ideas. Prior-to that time people, as well 
as nations, were conquered almost by 
military arms alone and while- many 
cunning schemers such as Machiavelli 
existed throughout history it was Weis- 
haupt who first put into practice the 
modern doctrines of Communism. 


Weishaupt proved that the people 
could be tricked into practicing false 
ideas and unworkable theories. For 
example, the people were told that if 
they killed their king, their government 
officials, their wealthy people and their 
church leaders, that they would have 
unprecedented liberty and freedom, be- 
cause they would be responsible to no 
one. The masses of the people were 
told that these were modern ideas and, 
even though much blood would be 
Shed, that unparallel equality and free- 
dom would result for the people... . 
and that the secret revolutionary soci- 
eties had humanitarian aims.

large group of deluded French people 
killed their king - (Louis XIV} their 
government officials their wealthy 
people,and their church leaders.

Then the revolutionary 
leaders seized the government author- 
ity that had been cast into the street by 
the people.

So the people of the French 
revolution got tyranny instead of equal- 
ity and freedom they were promised. 


Eventually, Weishaupt, Marat, Dan- 
ton, Mirabeau, and other revolutionists, 
were jailed or executed. Their aims 
and works, however, were continued 
by other revolutionaries up to the pres- 
ent time under various names, such as 
Socialists, Nihilists, Bolshevists, Social 
Republicans, Laborites, Loyalists, etc. 
These are various names but with the 
same old Weishaupt doctrines, such as 
abolition of private property, abolition 
of existing religions and regimentation 
of the masses of the people.

Hetena Contag, born in Ecuador, a 
teacher, married a German in 1935 and 
so was in Berlin when the American 
Armies stopped outside of Berlin to let 
the Russians get in first tc rape and loot 
unhindered for three weeks.

“I saw girls as young as eight years 
dragged into the cellar and raped. I 
saw a young Russian — he couldn’t 
have been over 18 — pull an old wom- 
an of at least 65 into this basement and 
ravish her. Those fiends soon learned 
one German phrase: ‘FRAU KOMM.’ 
any woman or girl who failed to obey, 
instantly. She would be fortunate in- 
deed if her ravishers, and there might 
be one or 50, simply smashed her head 
im and then proceeded to satisfy their 
animal instincts. Often a woman would 
beg them to kill her rather thari ravish 
her. Frequently she got her wish, a 
pistol bullet in head or breast, but whe- 
ther this death came before or after did 
not matter; the rape took place, and, 
more often than not, with a line of 
Many girls, especially the younger ones, 
died from those long series of physical 
and soul tortures, so that to some in 
the lineup of Russians, satisfaction came 
from a corpse” (Helena Contag, as told, 
to J. M. Sheppard, “Under Russian Oc- 
cupation,’’ Catholic Digest, August 18, 
1946, p.72).

There is every reason to believe 
Soviet Russia is pushing her plans to 
communize the world. Honeycombed 
as the United States undoubtedly is with 
Communist spies, torn with dissension 
fomented by Communist agents, we 
face the likelihood, if not the certainty, 
of being attacked by Soviet Russia in 
from six months to two or three years. 


If we are going to have war we'll 
need friends. It is common to hear, on 
this side of the Atlantic, the opinion that 
if Russia wished she could overrun all 
Europe in six weeks. If she could win 
all Europe, Britain would be lost, and 
practically speaking only America 
would remain to be conquered. With 
America imperiled by Communist infil- 
tration, such a degree of sabotage and 
demoralization could be brought about 
within a few days as to paralyze our 
own defense.

The record of the United States 
toward Spain in the past 11 years in- 
cludes the following: 


1. We permitted the Communist 
Party of the U.S.A., contrary to Federal 
sfatute, to recruit in 1926 several thou- 
sand members of the so-called ‘‘Abra- 
ham Lincoln Brigāde.” These men, 
furnished with passports that were 
forged or obtained under false pretens- 
es, were sent to Spain to join the “In- 
ternational Brigade,” which consisted 
of battalions sent by each of many 
Communist parties in other countries. 
Several years later, when the facts 
about this unlawful recruiting in the 
United States and the violations of the 
passport law became known, indict- 
ments were brought against many per- 
sons. But the Federal Government 
stepped in, at the instance of this same 
Communist Party influence, and quash- 
ed the indictments. 


2. A few weeks ago, a number of 
officials of an outfit that calls itself the 
Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee 
were convicted of contempt of the 
House of Representatives and given 
jail sentences’ by a Federal Court in 
Washington. They had refused to give 
information about their activities to a 
tommittee of the House. Several days

COMMUNIST SCHOOL TEACHERS A MENACE 


(By Henry J. Taylor) 
there are two sides to everything. 


How often have you and 1 heard 
that there are two sides to everything. 
How reasonable it sounds unless you 
think it through. Yet isn’t it a simple 
fact that saying there are two sides to 
everything is the same as saying there 
are no principles ? 


Stop and think about that a moment, 
my friends. 


If there are two sides to everything, 
ther can be no principles. But there 
are principles, and principles must be 
taught. 


There is the Truth 

There are no two sides to cruelty. 
Cruelty is wrong. There are no two 
sides to lying. Lying is wrong. There 
are no two sides to robbery. Robbery 
is wrong. There are no two sides to 
the principle of freedom. Freedom is 
right. Slavery is wrong. There are no 
two sides to the principle of justice. 
Justice is right. Injustice is wrong. 


In short, my friends, principles ex- 
ist. School teachers are the first to 
admit this. Why, if there are two sides 
to everything, nothing could be true 
and nothing could be false. In fact, if 
everything were two-sided there could 
be no truth — no such thing as truth. 


We Can Easily Fool Ourselves 

Yet so deep-seated in many minds, 
especially minds trained to be studious, 
is the acceptance of a sort of two-sided 
attitude that we can easily fool our- 
selves into regarding it as an actual 
compliment to our intelligence and 
fairness. 


Certainly many teachers do that. 
And how natural. Put ourselves in their 
places. You or I could get up before a 
Class or mount a rostrum and feel with- 
in ourselves a certain glow of personal 
satisfaction, self-pride perhaps, by say- 
ing we are going to present what we 
call “both sides” of something so that 
others can decide what is best for them- 
selves. 


We did not fight the war to make 
this country safe for Communism. And 
Cemmunist doctrine will not be taught 
in our schools once we all face the facts. 


Part of the teaching is deliberate, | 
am_sure of that. Our schools are a tar- 
get for Communist infiltration. But 
the larger part of the teaching, I am 
coavinced, is the result of innocent con- 
fusion in the minds of instructors. 

So, let’s divide the problem into two 
parts. Let’s get rid of the first part. 


Teachers Who are Actually 
Communtsts 


Now Communist teachers have no 
more legitimate place in our schools 
than typhus bacteria have in milk. 
Through immediate, decent screening 
by s¢hool boards they should be dis- 
cevered and prohibited from perform- 
ing the subversive work in American 
institutions. In short, they should be 
fired and now. 


“Open-Minded” Teachers 

But the second part of the problem 
is more difficult. That is the spreading 
of Communist doctrine by so-called 
open-minded teachers on whom Com- 
maunists must depend for the really wide 
circelation of their ideas. 


Let me give you just my views of 
this, my friends, based on many, many 
talks I’ve had with teachers who | know 
are teaching Communist doctrines 
largely without realizing they are doing 
so and who certainly are good, loyal 
Americans. 


I have found, and 1 don’t blame 
them, that they are saddened and an- 
gered when charged with playing the 
Communist game. They say that it 
isn’t their intention at all, and I be- 
lieve them. But often, isn’t this what 
happens? 


There are no “Two Sides” 
to Everything 

They distribute Communist teach- 
ings because of a mistaken idea, an 
idea-that is intellectually unsound if in- 
spected, but that can impress anyone 
as being right, proper and even liberal, 
unless looked into. It is the idea that

A teacher’s duty, however, requires 
more than that. The duty of any edu- 
cator is to work bard enough to discov- 
er what is the truth, so that the truth 
can be taught, the truth about what is m 
the best interest of mankind. [sn’t any- 
thing short of this a failure to perform 
the duty of a teacher ? 


The Devil’s Advocate 

Suppose a clergyman in his pulpit 
said to the congregation: “Ladies and 
gentlemen, there are two sides to ev- 
erything. You believe in God. Let me 
give you the devil’s side. Many people 
prefer the devil’s side, or at least, prac- 
tice it. 

“Degradation is a big thing in the 
world, very popular. We've got to 
realize the devil has a lot of followers, 
even if they can’t help themselves and 
are in chains. So let me tell you his 
side of the story, frankly and impar- 
tially, because I don’t think it’s my re- 
sponsibility to find out which is right, 
God or the devil, which is in the best 
interest of humanity, to sin or not to 
sin. That’s up to you.” 

No, my friends, to approach in that 
way great human questions of ethics, 
of government, of life itself, is not to 
be a teacher. It is to fail to be a teach- 
er. 


Communists are Unbelievers. 

I honestly believe that no one thing 
could be done in school or college 
faculties so important in checking the 
spread of Communist doctrine as to 
have teachers take an honest second 
look at their own adherence to the un- 
reliable idea that there are two sides 
to everything universally applied. 


Students should bé taught that Com- 
munists do not believe in God. Com- 
munists do not believe in the individual- 
ity of man. Communists believe only 
in power, the power of the organization 
over the mass. For that is the truth, 
and students should be taught the truth. 


Communism an Economic Failure 

Students must be taught that the 
economic failure of Corimunism is 
well known. Even Communists and 
felle -travelers admit that Commun- 
ism ouly comes where people are in 
despair or where the Red Army. stands 
on the border, or by trickery.

My dear L: 
It is difficult to express in words what 
all happened in the home of the late 


Russians broke in the house and stole 
practically everything. Then a Russian 
major moved in and gave his word of 
honor that the few furniture pieces 
that remained would not be taken 
away. But when he moved out a few 
months later, he forgot nothing except 
his word of honor — that he forgot 
completely. Nothing was left of a 
household completely and luxuriously 
furnished for six persons — not a single 
handkerchief. The rugs, furs, clothes, 
household utensils, glassware, china- 
ware, silver, jewelry, everything went 
to Russia. 

Mother and I salvaged a few family 
pictures. And now we have been told 
that this house (where we are presently 
living) was confiscated as being Ger- 
man property and that we only rent 
from them. The Russians, we are told; 
are looking only for the things stolen

Russia. One would like to punch these 
fellows in the face when they lie to us 
like that, but one has to make a friend- 
ly face and act as if one does not sus- 
pect they lie all the time. 

People constantly disappear and 
one never hears from them again; even 
members of the Parliament go, al- 
though they should be immune.

Eng- 
land and America are the target of their 
greatest hatred and one cannot describe 
this hate they have against them. They 
denounce them and say they collab- 
orated with the Nazis.

But the formal ‘national debt” is 
not a total summary of obligations 


. owed by the federal government. There 


is another list of obligations, called 
“contingent liabilities.” These include 
such items as insured housing loans, 
guaranteed loans of other kinds, insur- 
ance in force (including social secur- 
ity and national life insurance), funds 
due postal savings depositors, — to 
mention the largest. Nobody on earth 
knows exactly within a few million 
dollars what alt these obligations total 
at any fixed time; but it is certain that 
«they exceéd three hundred and fifty 
billion dollars. When that sum is added 
-to the national debt proper, the federal 
government may be said to be more 
than six hundred billion dollars “in 


the red.” 


Yet it is not these paralyzing figures 
alone that explain why the debt of our 
government is producing the cheapen- 
ing of money which we know as “‘infla- 
tion.” We have to understand how 
this debt has been created and what the 
“dollars” which largely compose it ac- 
tually are. For though the debt is auot- 
ed in the old word ‘‘dollars,’”’ the ‘‘dol- 
lars” which compose it are not dollars 
at all in the old, historic sense of the 
word, They are something new that is 
bein” cated by the old familiar name. .

As modern war became increasingly 
expensive, government began to rely 
upon a third method; that of borrow- 
ing by offering for sale either s 
long-term obligations, paying interest 
to the purchasers. The major sums 
raised for our participation in both 
general wars were obtained in this 


“ang | manner. (The iriterest alone on our; 
Ve Oe ae | present formal national debt runs to 


about five billion dollars each year.) 


Within the limits of the reasonable 
expectation of a government to repay 
such borrowings, there can be no in- 
superable objection to them. They al- 
ways tend to be inflationary in that 
they increase the total volume of pub- 
lic credit. “ But this is not dangerous 
unless the sums are so great as to make 
it beyond reasonable expectation that 
they can be repaid in money as valu- 
able as the money used to buy them. 
When they pass a certain point, then, 
the dollar begins to go down, that is, 
prices rise, and an inflation spiral be- 
gins. This is an effect of natural law 
which nobody can stop. The process 
can only be arrested if the volume of 
credit-dollars is either reduced or kept 
from increasing, depending upon the 
particular situation. 


In the instance of openly-issued 
“printing press” or ‘‘fiat’’ money, ev- 
erybody knows what is going oh: the 
value of the currency is being cheap- 
ened. Anybody with historical per- 
spective can recall the story of ‘‘Con- 


‘tinental’’ currency during the Amer- 


ican’ Revoution, the French inflation 
from 1789 to 1796, and the German 
inflation of the nineteen-twenties, to 
mention only three among dozens of 
such cases. Yet human nature is such 
that in even these instances, honest and 
able financiers, who ought to have 
known better, cooperated in the infla- 
tion. And, almost until the end they 
imagined that they, in their particular 
case, could reverse economic law and 
universal history, so as to make bad 
money as valuable as good money.

After that no one can 
do anything except compose his fin- 
ancial soul for doom — and plan to © 
start life over again. 


Businessmen do not create an infla- 
tionary whirfbool. They could not 
create one even if they wanted to. They 
can contribute to it. But only that pow- 
er which is sovereign over the currency 
can create it. And that power is gov- 
ernment. Yet in every period of in- 
flation in human history, as the volume 
of credit currency is increased and its 
value fails, and prices rise, the repre- 
sentatives of government try to put 
the blame on its victims — the business 
community. -lt is manifestly absurb 
that any business community would 
join in.a vast conspiracy to commit col- 
lective suicide. 


But let the melancholy truth be re- 
corded: when helpless people are 
thrown into panic.and demagogues as- 
sure them that the business community 


has been “robbing” them by raising 


prices, the rascal politicians almost al- 
ways get away with it. For business 
men today, great and small, bave about 
asemuch power to stir up a genéral:in- 
flation as the occupant of a rowboat in 
a storm at sea has to stir up the great 
waves on which his little craft rises and 
falls.

, “Efforts are undertaken to secure the release 
of persons in prison for offenses involving solely 
the expression of opinion in speech or print. 


“Expression of opinion, as we define it, in- 
cludes any language unaccompanied by an overt 
act — that is, an act which in itself is a violation 


of the criminal law. 


“Language that is part of an overt act or crim- 
inal act is part of the act itself and has nothing 
to do with the issue of. free speech; but the lang- 
uage unaccompanied by such an act, even if the 
logical eonsequences of it lead others to the com- 
mission of the act, is legitimately within our con- 
ception of free speech. For instance, the advoc- 
acy of murder, unaccompanied by any act, is 
within the legitimate scope of free speech. 

“There are some of our Committee who dissent 
from this view which I have expressed here, be- 
Ieving that the line should be drawn at a point 
this side of the view of extreme free speech 
advocates.. The view I have set forth, however, 
is I believe, the view of those who believe in free 
speech without reservations, as do the great ma- 
jority of our Committee. [ would say in behalf 
of the entire Committee that all of them believe in 
the right of persons to advocate ‘the overthrow 
of the government by force and violence”.

Too few people realize that all State-Zionists 
(excluding rational Jews but including irrational 
non-Jews) are Communists — either conniving 
Strategists or confused stooges.

The National Economic Council has received 
a letter from Mr. Benjamin H. Freedman in which 
he sets forth facts and draws conclusions which 
would seem to throw light of some of the, ques- 
tions involved. Mr. Freedman, born in New 
York, is a substantial industrialist and of the 
Jewish faith, one of whose many activities was 
the ownership and management of the John-H. 
Woodbury soap ‘business prior to its recent sale 
by him to the Andrew Jergens Co. 

We shall be glad to receive from any compe- 
tent Zionist a factual analysis of the Palestine 
question from the Zionist point of view, and. to 
publish the same in an early Council letter. 


Mr. Freedman’s letter follows: 


National Economic Council, Inc. 
New York, N. Y. 


Gentlemen: 
I write you with respect to the so-called Pales- 
tine question. 


The threat of political Zionism to the welfare 
and security of America is little realized. It is a 
dangerous mistake to think of it as a localized, 
Arab-Jewish struggle. There may soen take place 
in Palestine an explosion that will set off another 
World War. Every American citizen, every head 
of a family, all members of Christian Churches, 
? every non-Zionist Jew, should be brought to un- 
derstand that the consequences can be fatally 


disastrous. 

The influence of the Zionist organization 
reaches into the inner palicy-making groups of 
nearly every government in the world — par- 
ticularly into the Christian West. This influence 
causes these groups to adopt pro-Zionist policies 
which are often in conflict with the real interests 
of the peoples they govern. 


This condition exists in the United States. Its 
extent is so great in the present administration as 
to make it a threat to our future. Space permits 
citing only a smalt part of the mass of evidence. 


New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, ‘ Massachu- 
setts and California control 151 electoral votes 
eut of a total of 541. In these states are con- 
centrated the overwhelming majority of Ameri- 
cans of Jewish faith. In these states Jews hold 
the balance of power. Zionists claim that they 
can “deliver” this vote. Although a great ma- 
jority of American Jews are not Zionists, have no 
allegiance other than to America and no desire 
greater than to be good Americans, the Zionist 
minority has found means to silence them, and 
to convince mearly everybody. that anti-Zionism 
means being anti-Jewish. In the light of this, 
and in the light of past elections, the present ad- 
ministration, with its eye on the next elections, 
has been strongly pro-Zionist. The pro-Zionist, 
politcally motivated declarations of the President 
have been atcepted throughout the world as of- 
ficial statements of American foreign policy. 

Yet it has always been a cardinal principle of 
American policy that all civilized peoples have a 
right to enjoy their own freedom. Limitation of 
immigration into anv country by those who al- 
ready live there is one of the basic rights belong- 
ing to any people.

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will hesitate to resist forced immigration of aliens 
into their borders. The United States would 
never permit Soviet Russia to compel us to admit 
Japanese immigrants and to give them the choic- 
est parts of the Pacific Coast. Yet our President 
declared — demanded would be closer — that 
Britain should, by the exercise of military power 
and against the wishes of the present inhabitants, 
force into Palestine several hundred thousand 
immigrAnts from Eastern Europe with.the avowed 
purpose of helping.them set up their own religious 
national state. 


This utterly imfnoral and unjust policy is pro- 
ducing an unanticipated result. An explosion is 
brewing and, as it approaches, Christian support- 
ers of Zionism in our government are almost 
panic-stricken. Yet they fear to reverse their 
position lest the Democratic Party be stigmatized 
by Zionists as “anti-Semitic”. The next election 
is only a year away. 


Another example is in the failure. of the United 
States to offer its good offices as between Jews 
and Arabs. In Indonesia, the offer was made 
almost at once as between Dutch and the Indo- 
nesian Republic. Despite the vastly more ex- 
plosive situation in Palestine, Zionist pressure has 
kept the administration and its spokesman from 
admitting that the Arabs, who have lived a mere 
1300 years in their country, have any justice on 
their side in not wanting their land overrun and 
taken away from them by unwanted foreigners. 
The failure to recognize the right of*the Arabs to 
have any voice in limiting immigration into their 
own country has: produced a very unfavorable 
impression upon the whole Moslem world. The 
consequences of this can well be disastrous to 


America. 


Soviet Communism will succeed in its attempt 
to conquer the world in direct proportion to the 
support which America gives to Zionism. This 
mav sound startling, but it is grimly true. 


The Moslem population of the world today 
is more than 400,000,000. The area of the globe 


a 


they dominate extends from Morocco on the 
Atlantic across North Africa, the Middle East, ~ 


Near East, Asia, Indonesia, the Phillipines: and 
East Africa. This includes more than seventy-five 
per cent of the world’s population. Not only do 
Moslems dominate it, but the Arabs comprise the 
largest single racial Moslem group, * totalling 
about 100,000,000. 


The formation in the United States of 300. 
“Christian Committees” as part of the “United 


‘ Jewish Appeal” has contributed to the approach- 


ing crisis. That appeal seeks to raise here, in 
1947, $170,000,000. The “Christian Commit- 
tees” are actively working to raise a large portion 
of this sum from American Christians. Eighty- 
five millions of it has been earmarked for pro- 
motion of the Zionist invasion and conquest of 
Palestine by Jews from Eastern Europe. Many 
prominent Christians are serving on these com- 
mittees, most of them doubtless with no real un- 
derstanding of what they are promoting. 


The Moslem world cannot undérstand why no 
Christian Committees were formed to aid Euro- 
pean Christian displaced persons, considering 
that they outnumber Jews in Displaced Persons 
Camps by four to one. Moslems do not think 
that Christians could be so naive as to be extend- 


‘ing aid to Jews without some deep, underlving 


purpose. Such vast Christian support, without 
which the conquest of Paelstine. would be im- 
possible, has convinced the Moslem world that 
Christianity is using Zionism as a tool, that this 
is the opening wedge in a 20th century Christian 
crusade against a reawakening Moslem world. 
If this seems a fantastic thing for Moslems to be- 
lieve, remember that to a Moslem it would seem 
even more fantastic to be told that a small min- 
ority of Jews has maneuvered itself into a position 
where it can use almost the whole of Western 
Christendom as its tool. The Moslem will not 
believe that the tail wags the dog: therefore he 
concludes that the dog must be wagging the tail. 


«The conviction that Moslems are faced by the 
probability of another crusade in which Christians 
are pushing Jews ahead of them’ like a screen, is 
now working as a catalyst to unite 400,000,000 
Moslems for common defense. Already the Mos- 
lem League and the*Moslem Brotherhood have 
been successful in uniting Moslems from Morocce 


to the Phillipines to resist the supposed Christian . 


anti-Moslem crusade. Though little mentioned 
in the press, they are among the most powerful 
organizations in the world today.* The hostility 
now generating will soon be directed against even 
those Christian forces that are working for under- 
standing and which have nothing to do with Zion- 
ism. 

These are facts which are intimately related to 
the problem of Soviet Russian Communism. Mos- 
lems, 400 million strong, coftrol the policies of 
countries with more than a billion population. 
These countries are strategic in any global war. 
The compact mass of people in the great Moslem 
area forms today the most important potential 
ally the Soviet Union could acquire. Do the Rus- 
sians know it? They do. 


The anti-Christian ferment now developing 
works to make these peoples natural Russian 
allies. Russia is today the world’s anti-Christiaa 
force. In any war with the Christian West it 
could not win without a friendly, or at least 
neutral, Moslem world. If the Moslem world 
were to ally itself with us, Russia’s expansionism 
could be halted. 

But today the most momentous fact in the 
whole world situation is that Russia and the Mos- 
lem world are finding something in common. By 
our almost incredible stupidity m backing political 
Zionism we are driving the Moslem into the wel- 
coming arms of the Soviet. 

While our “leaders” have hardly berun to see 


_peoples of. the West. 
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more than the dim implications of what they have 
dofie, Russia is already busily at work exploiting 
it. It is selling the Moslem world on the idea of 
a common war against a common enemy. Re- 
cently the Soviet Union has withdrawn from all 
Moslem areas every Jew in its service, in any 
capacity whatsoever. 
working among all Moslem groups, offering all 
possible assistance to help them break free of any 
domipance or eontrol by the Christian West. 
This aid has not merely been offered, it is now 
being given, in the form of political counsel, econ- 
omic cooperation and military coordination. 
‘ | 

Islam unites Moslem peoples politically and 
economically to an extent little understood by the 
Heretofore the Moslem 
world has had confidnce in the disinterestedness 
and leadership of the United States. They have 
long regarded it as the champion of all peoples 
struggling for freedom. Inherently the political 
systems, economic practices and social systems 
within the Moslem world are hostile to Russian 
ideology. But, while there is more natural affinity 
for the West, the first law of life is self-preserva- 
tion. And Moslen leaders feel realistically that 
no Western combination could defeat a Soviet- 
Moslem alliance. They would prefer peace with 
the West but, rather than submit to a 20th cen- 
tury crusade and be subjugated, they would choose 
a Russian alliance and survival. 


Even the United Nations is suspected by Mos- 
lems as another instrument in the hands of ex- 
panding Christianity. ` The strong anti-Moslem 
position taken by several delegates on the UN 
Special Committee on Palestine, who represent 
predominantly Roman Catholic countries, further 
strengthens the Moslem conviction that the only 
way in which they will get justice from the Chris- 
tian West, is by fighting for it. 


All these facts, and many others, add up in the 
mind of Moslems to two conclusions: 
Christianity has embarked upon another crusade 
against Islam; second, the first blow against Islam 
is the promotion of political Zionism. Moslems 
simply ‘cannot believe that Christian nations 
would risk a war against a Soviet-Moslem alliance 
simply to get a “homeland” for a few hundred 
thousand Jews. 


Yet the Moslem world, reluctant to abandon 
final hope for peace with the Christian West, is 
waiting for some sign from Christianity that may 
avert a horrible catastrophe. Leaders of the Mos- 
lem League and the Moslem Brotherhood sit in 
our country today observing events as they devel- 
op. These representatives of the Islamic world 
would be impressed with some indication that not 
all Christian forces here are pro-Zionist. If im- 
portant Christian elements should declare plainly 
that they oppose aggression against the Arabs in 
Palestine, and show some concern for justice to 
Islam, the Moslem conviction that they are facing 
a new crusade might be seriously disturbed. But, 
as they wait such a sign, time is running out. 


Every day counts. 


These observers see also other facts that to 
them seem significant. In the inner, policy- 
making circles of our government they see influ- 
ential Zionists. Not all hold office. Each is a 
power in the.very circles where decisions are 
made. To Moslem observers this does not appear 
to be a mere coincidence. Nor do they think that 
140,000,000 Christian Americans are completely 
unwilling or innocent participants in this unholy 
alliance. Otherwise, they reason, why would the 
Christian majority permit their government to 
aceept Zionist dictation and risk all the future in 
order to force Jewish immigration into Palestine?

Civil War. But such a question will be dwarfed 
by comparison with the issue whether Americans 
of the Christian faith should be sent to Moslem 
lands for the purpose of forcing upor the un- 
willing inhabitants the establishment of a national 
Jewish state. What if in such a war the newspap- 
ers of the United States begin. printing casualty 
lists of American soldiers, Christians, killed in 
Palestine to satisfy Zionist aspirations? Has any- 
body had sufficient foresight to understand what 
this may mean to the Jews of America, Zionist 
and non-Zionist alike? Doubtless the Jews in 
Palestine would be massacred to the last man, 
woman and child. 


But what of the Jews in America? Americans 
do not want another world war; if another should 
come in which the cause could be laid at the door 
of the Jew, who knows how popular resentment 
might break out against a whole people? Have 
the political Zionists stopped to consider: that? 
“Anti-Semitism” is bad enough already in America 
hut if Zionists should push us into war for a Jew- 
ish Palestine, what will come will be to the pres- 
ent anti-Jewish sentiment as a hurricane is to a 
zephyr. If the majority non-Zionist Jews could 
only be brought to realize the disaster political 
Zionism is preparing for all Jews, and if they 
had the courage to act, they could break its power 
in a week. But they will not do this because they 
are afraid of being branded as ‘‘anti-Semitic 
Jews.” 


Popular ignorance of the real basis of political 
Zionism is beyond calculation. Vaguely most 
Christian Americans have the idea that the Jews 
claim Palestine because it was the ‘Promised 
Land” in which they lived for a period of a few 
centuries that ended 2000 years ago. And the 
thought of a people returning to its “homeland” 
seems emotionally satisfying and good. 


But here are facts most Americans do not know: 


Political Zionism is almost exclusively a move- 
ment by the Jews of Europe. But these Eastern 
European Jews have neither a racial nor a his- 
toric connection with Palestine. Their ancestors 
were not inhabitants of the “Promised Land.” 
They are the direct descendants of the people of 


` the Khazar Kingdom, which existed until the 12th 


century. 


The Khazars were a non-Semitic, Turko-Finn, 
Mongolian tribal people who, about the 1st cen- 
tury, A.D., emigrated from Middle Asia to East- 
ern Europe. There they created one of the larg- 
est kingdoms of their time. At its greatest extent 
it covered an area of about 800,000 square miles. 
About the 7th century A.D., the King of the 
Khazars adopted Judaism as the state religion, 
and the majority of the inhabitants joined him in 
the new allegiance. Before that date there was no 


.such thing as a Khazar who was a Jew. Neither 


then nor since was there such a thing as a Khazar 
whose ancestors had come from the Holy Land. 
The Semitic people who established Judaism in 


Palestine many centuries before the Khazars be- |. 
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came converts to the Hebrew faith, did mostly | 


emigrate from Palestine, But none of them emi- 
grated to the Khazar Kingdom far'to the North. 


In view of this fact, what becomes of thé cry 
for “repatriation” to the “homeland”? These 
Eastern European, Yiddish-speaking Jews have 
no historic or racial connection with Palestine, or, 
for that matter, with the other Jews who.existed 
in other countries for thousands of years prior to 
the Khazar conversion. | 


At best, the cry of truly Palestiniin-descended 
Jews for a return to the “homeland” would be 
highly dubious. What right have peoples whose 
ancestors departed nearly two thousand years ago,’ 
to claim trritory in which the present inhabitants 
have lived for 1300 years? If the Indians should 
demand America back, would we pack up and 
return to the lands of our ancestral origins? Yet 
the Arabs have been in Palestine a thousand years 
longer than we have been here. And if the claim 
of Palestinian-descended Jews is so dubious, what 
of the claim of Khazar-descended Jews? Would 
a single Christian support their trek back to the 
“homeland” or want to oblige them by expelling 
the Arabs, if it were known that these Eastern 
European, Yiddish-speaking Jews, who ferm the 
Zionist group practically in toto, have neither a 
geographic, historic or ethnic connection with 
the Jews of the Old Testament or the land know 
today as Palestine? 


If the Jewish claim to Palestine is stated on the 
onlv other remaining ground, the religjous, it may 
be summarily and finally replied that religiously 
both Christians and Moslems have religious roots 
there. The reason it is called the “Holy Land” 
today is because Jesus of Nazareth lived and died 
there. To Christians he is the Son of God and 
Saviour. To Mohammedans he is a great prophet. 
To offical Jewry, he is an executed blasphemer. 


The ability of Zionists to have things their way 
stems from the organized pressure they can bring 
upon people who do not agree with them. Ly 
holding the threat of being called “‘anti-Semitic’” 
over men engaged in public or business life, they 
have been able to stifle opposition — even among 
American Jews such as the writer, who have no 
interest in forming a Jewish state and wish only 
to live and die as good Americans. i 


It will take courage for Americans of what- 
evér origin to think these facts through and take 
public positions upon them. They will be smeared, ` 
They will be slandered. Already, Zionists have 
been able to bring about the economic ruin of 
many Christians and Jews who have dared chal- 
lenge their right to claim Palestine for a national 
Jewish state. 


But America and American Christianity stand at 
a crossroad. The majority must decide whether 
it will longer submit to being the teol of a small 
but ruthless and unscruplous minority of a min- 
ofity people. The great majority of American 
Jews also must choose. Wifl we all acquiesce in 
the program of political Zionism? Will we fol- 
low it out to its inescapable consequences? —

—that is retained. But money is no longer a 
measure of anything, and this may be proved by 
the reflection that if the war had gone on to cost 
$600 billion or $1,000 billion the same method 
would have worked. Its possibilities are infinite.” 

The revolution that then took place, almost 
completely without public knowledge, is thus de- 
scribed by Mr. Garrett: 


“What happened was that the government took 


control of the money market and hired its banking | 


mechanisms. After that it was free—the govern- 
ment was free; and its command of money as a 

medium was unkmited. A sovereign government 
in monetary distress may simply print the money 
and force it into circulation, and there is no limit 
te that so long as the people wil! take it; but that 
was the old way with a bad history, and, more- 
over, in that way the laws and conventions of 
money are not changed at all. The new method 
required the use of mirrors. . . 


“Why the government did it in that way, in- 
stead of to print fiat money and spend it, as was 
done in the Civil War, which would have been 
more honest and forthright and very much cheap- 
er really, is a question that leads to speculation. 
The technique of the new method had been 
learned during ten years of deficit spending. You 
may suppose that there was some temptation 
among the Treasury experts to explore its possi- 
bilities in a big way. The result however would 
be the same if there had been in fact the shrewd 
intention once and for all to destroy the institu- 
tion of the free money market. A free money 
market could survive any amount of financing 
by means of fiat money. It could value and price 
the fiat money as it priced and valued the Civil 
War Greenbacks. But now the American banking 
system is so entangled, so deeply involved and so 
dependent upon the government, that it can have 
no longer any policy of its own. Even its solvency 


is in the hands of the government. ” 
s $ + 


In other words, the Treasury by its actions has 
debased the real value of the American dollar. 
In this situation, the question of the “gold con- 
tent” fixed for the dollar when it was “devalued” 
in 1933-34 becomes only a historical curiosity. 
THEN the dollar was devalued by statute, amid 
public discussion and final appeals to the Supreme 
Court. NOW by its creation of vast amounts of 
“bank credit,” about which the public knows 
practically nothing, the Treasury has devalued the 
dollar far more than in 1933, and that without 
even saying so. The proof that this is so, and the 
gauge of how far the devaluation has gone to 
date is found simply and conclusivedy in the prices 
currently charged for commodtiies. | 


Let it not be imagined that this tampering with 
the real value of our money is the only policy of 
the present administration that has pushed us into 
the grip of our now-accelerating inflation. There 
are many other such policies. Take, as a homely 
example, the matter of eggs: 


Today the retail price of a dozen eggs is rap- 
idly approaching one dollar. Under normal cir- 
cumstances, one would know that something had 
happened to reduce the supplies available for 
sale. That would be the case if the market were 
free. And, in a free market, if there were a surplus 
of eggs, prices would come tumbling down. Do 
we have a shortage of eggs now? 


We do not. We have today probably the 
greatest surplus of eggs in American history. In 
the words of humorous columnist Frederic C. 
Othman of the United Press, “There are so many 
extra eggs that can't be sold that there are hardly

any left that can.” Why? Because, by a carried- 
over wartime statute, the government has guar- 
anteed to farmers 90% of “parity prices” for 
assorted foodstuffs, including eggs. The farmers’ 
“parity price” is the result of an elaborate system 
of figuring up what other things he buys cost him, 
and, each time other goods he buys rise in price, 
the guaranteed price for his eggs goes up, too. 


This guaranteed price has often been above 
what the farmer could get in the open market. 
So every time the market price is lower than the 
“parity price,” the- government must by statute 
step in and buy up the farmers’ eggs at the greater 
price. This government is bidding against Amer- 
ican housewife for eggs.and, by taking three hun- 
dred million dozen of them this year off the open 
market, has created an artificial shortage that in- 
creases the price of the reduced supply remain- 
ing. 

Almost half the government’s great egg supply 
was sold to England for fifty million dollars— 
which sum we lent her. So the government still 
has on hand 160,000,000 dozen eggs, and no- 
thing to do with them. Yet it is officials of this 
same inflationary government who intimate that 
prices have risen because of “the greed of busi- 
nessmen and manufacturers.” It is officials of 
this insanely inflationary administration who are 
now attempting to draw public attention away 
from what is solely their own doing, and to pin 
the blame upon businessmen and manufacturers 
who are themselves chief victims of our booming 


inflation.

Can anything be done? Or is it now too late? 


It is not yet too late. We have not yet passed 
the instant when the momentum of the inflation 
spiral becomes too great to be slowed and stopped. 
Our fate has not yet passed from our own hands. 


But if we are to avert the impending disaster, 
we must locate responsibility for our situation and 
compel the only power that can correct it, to do 
so. That power is government. Only government, 
and that at the highest levels, can now put on the 
brakes. And even government, if it is to succeed, 
must act promptly and courageously. 

What must government do? 

First, it must restore the integrity of the Amer- 
ican dollar. To do this, it will have to abdicate 
its control of the money market, and allow the 
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dollar to find its real value in 
ket. 


Second, it must cease and desist from the fus- 
ther creation of “instrumental money.”

Third, it must heroically and drastically reduce 
the volume of federal expenditure by more than 
one-half. | 


Fourth, it must reduce taxes, especially on pro- 
ducers and on savers who supply the risk capital- 
to finance new tools and new enterprises, so that 
the supply of goods produced may be increased 
and bear a more reasonable relation to the vast 
supply of dollars still available for spending. 


Fifth, it must reduce the Public Debt ,steadily 
with savings effected from the reductions in fed- 
eral expenditures. 


Sixth, it must call a halt to all foreign govern- 
ment loans. This may seem hard on Europe, but 
if our economy comes apart at the seams, the. 
result will be even worse for Europe than not 
having our loans. As it is, most of our loans to 
Europe are being spent here for American pro- 
ducts, which increases our money-supply and de- 
creases our supply ef goods, thus adding to :our 
inflation. The fact that Europe is getting rid of 
our dollars and taking our goods as fast as it can 
get them, is cause for alarm rather than for short- 
sighted rejoicing. In any inflation spiral, holders 
of currency who see what is coming try to ex- 
change what will presently be worthless for‘com- 
modities that will endure. Can it be that Europeans 
have a clearer view of what is taking place here 
than we do? 


Seventh, it must devote great sums (and as to 
this there can be no choice, since no alternative 
exists) to the development of our defense, bott 
actual and potential. It cannot be done if the-in 
flation spiral goes unchecked. A bankrupt natios 
and a smashed economy can neither prepare for 
nor maintain its own defense.

Slowly but clearly, the policy of the Soviet 
Union emerges from the mists: Communism is 
waiting for the only economy it fears, to collapse. 
But it is not waiting idly: everywhere it is en- 
couraging the process of our downfall by creating 
situations in which nations kept by the Soviet in 
economic and political impotence and confusion 
must appeal to us for financial aid. For, in bolster- 
ing them all, the Masters of the Kremlin are 
convinced that we shall become involved beyond 
our powers and, in the moment of the collapse, 
drag our beneficiaries down with us to the abyss. 
In our own country the stooges of Communism 
encourage the financial insanity that grips our 
government as our danger grows. 


Let one thing remain clear: whatever comes, 
it is not ‘‘free enterprise” which is on the verge 
of collapse and which, by collapsing, will prove 
the Communists thesis that it cannot endure. Ht is 
an inflationary government, and that alone, which 
history will hold responsible for our ruin, if we 
are to be ruined. No economic system, basically 
sound though it may be, can by its mere worth 
avert the disaster which follows the debauching 
of the currency. Just as a bullet may kill the just- 
est of men, so inflation can wreck an otherwise 
sound and durable economy. 


There is no fanfare. No sense of impending 
crisis sweeps across America. The agonies <of 
Britain and Europe move us a littie, but the reality 
seems far away. “It can’t happen here.” Yet, 
unless drastic steps are taken without delay, the 
result seems mathematically certain. 

To be cancelled from the list of great and free 
nations, all we have to do now is—to do nothing.

f of our children. Therefore, this matter is not 
merely the concern of our hired agents; it is the 
business of each of us citizens. It is time the Am- 

-—-~erican people knew the whole miserable truth. 


Germany is the ceonomic and industrial heart 
of a Europe that lies shattered and in danger of 
| dissolution. Divine Providence and the events of 


- history put seventy mi‘lion Germans into Central | 


Europe, and unless we are prepared to destroy 
them them all, we had better abandon wishful 
thinking and get down to realities. 


Europe cannot be saved without an econom- 
ically strong Germany. Europe can be saved if 
Germany can be safely put on her feet. 


There is a simple choice before us. Do we 
want Europe to survive, or don’t we? If we do, 
a sound Germany must be rebuilt. If we do not 
have a sound Germany, Europe will inevitably 
slide over the brink into chaos. Communism will 
organize it, and the Soviet Union will come into 
possession of resources and of individuals with 
which it can conquer the world. Then probably 
Germans would come to dominate Soviet Russia; 
and if the strengthened Russia should ever defeat 
the United States in war, then, following prece- 
dent established by the United States in 1945 
and 1946, it would try and hang every American 
official of any consequence from the President 
down. And, unquestionably many vociferous 
private American citizens, suspected of being 
accomplices, would hang with them. 


According to dispatches from Europe, we are 
at the present time on the verge of further 
strengthening our enemy, Soviet Russia, by hand- 
ing over to her more dismantled German man- 
ufacturing plants, including some of war-making 
value. Leaders who, in the autumn of 1947, 
would even contemplate such action ought to 
submit to psychiatric examination.

What has been our policy in Germany? 

On April 26, 1945, a key military directive 
(JCS 1067/66) issued to our forces, then begin- 
ning the occupation of Germany, stated: 

“It should be brought home to the Germans 
that Germany’s ruthless warfare and the fanatical 
Nazi resistance have destroyed the German econ- 
omy and made chaos and suffering inevitable 
and that the Germans cannot escape responsibil- 
ity for what they have brought upon themselves.’’ 

This is the idea which underlays “The Morgen- 
thau Plan,’’ that justice demanded the punish- 
ment of the German people. In the Morgenthau 
view it meant that Germany must be forever de- 
stroyed as an industrial society and reduced to a 
primitive agricultural subsistence level. What 
the advocates of retribution overlooked was, that 
in destroying German economy they would also 
destroy the whole economy of Europe, bringing 
down their friends as well as their foes. 

The Potsdam agreement, of August 2, 1945, 
gave more concrete shape to the economic im- 
becility upon which we had embarked. Russia 
was given the eastern part of Germany, which 
included the agricultural lands upon which both 
Eastern and Western Germany depended, as well 
as a large number of German industrial plants 
mostly concentrated in the Berlin area and in 
Silesia. The Russians were supposed merely to 
be “occupying” that territory. But any American 
who expected to get the Russjan zone back into 
an economically united Germany, unless under 

Soviet domination, was dim-witted. 


After Potsdam, Russia was not only turned | 


loose in Eastern Germany to do as it pleased, but 
a “Level-of-Industry” plan for the whole of 
Germany was promised ‘‘within six months at the 
latest.” The plan did not come for eight critical 
months — the very months in which reconstruc- 
tion ought to have been getting a good start. In

International Marxists have Truman in the 
middle of the stream and heading for Commun- 
ism. Only an awakened Congress can stop it. 


The Marxists want their hands on these billions 
for the Marshall Plan and will use any sales talk 
to get it. They will establish an International 
New Deal, which will be Marxism in action. 
More Marxists will be employed to dispense the 
billions as UNRRA was used to set up Commun- 
ism over Europe. Marxists who master-mind 
Truman’s moves cannot get Congress to vote this 
burden on our backs by stating it is to guarantee 
Communism in Europe, so they say the opposite. 
That is Lenin’s teaching. When Litvinoff told 
F.D.R. Russia would not propagandize in the U.S. 
if Russia was recognized, what he meant was they 
would launch over 300 papers and periodicals 
and take over the New Deal, which they did. 
When taxpayers turn their money over to Marx- 
ists to use over the world, it not only takes care 
of Communists but also hastens bankruptcy of 
the U. S., which Marxists have been working for. 


And, incidently, it is understood that Truman’s 
address to Congress, dmaending dictatorial pow- 
ers, was written by Samuel Rosenman, the Marxist 
who wrote most of FDR’s speeches,

that time hardly a factory wheel moved in the 


. Western zones ruled by the United States, Brit- 


ain and France. Only agricultural production 
was permitted, and that production was far below 
the barest demands. Meanwhile, in their zone, 


‘the Russians were either dismantling factories 


and carrying them away to Russia, or were recon- 
ditioning them and putting Germans to work on 
goods for the Soviet Union. 


When the promised plan was finally announced 
March 28, 1946, the outlook became even grim- 
mer. Paralyzing uncertainty was succeeded by 
paralyzing certainty. For the plan was still the 
Morgenthau plan. It was not stated in terms of 
passionate vindictivegess but in the cold, precise 
and terrible phrases of economists clothed with 
authority to create death by definition. It was a 
sentence of extinction upon the German economy 
and the whole economy of Europe as well. In- 
exorably it created a vacuum in Germany which 


‘could be filled only by the hundreds of millions 


of dollars we have since poured in, or, failing 
that, by entrance of the Soviet Union into full 
possession and control. 


One or two examples of this plan for chaos 
will reveal its nature. The manufacture of ball- 
bearings was prohibited, along with locomotives 
and heavy tractors. Production of agricultural 
machinery, food-processing equipment and ar- 
tificial fertilizer was severely curtailed — this in 
spite of the profession of the plan to make the 
area agricultural. 


With diabolical cleverness the production of 
machine tools was limited to eleven and four- 
tenths per cent of 193 capacity. This alone in- 
sured that henceforth machinery which broke 
down could be neither repaired or replaced. But 
the ensuing paralysis could not stop at the Ger- 
man borders. It began to spread throughout the 
whole European economy. 


As a matter of fact the only far-seeing Amer- 
ican planning in Germany has been not construc- 
tive but dsetructive. Destructive not only to 
Germany but to America’s vital interest in the 


rehabilitation of Europe.

The Potsdam agreement and the plan of March 
28, 1946, also provided that the Soviet Union 
should receive, in addition to what it could loot 
from Eastern Germany, twenty-five per cent of 
the physical assets of condemned industrial pro- 
ductive capacity in the Western zones! The rest 
of the factories which Germans “would not need” 
were to be dismantled and distributed as “rep- 
arations” throughout other countries in Europe. 
In addition, the Soviet Union demanded repara- 
tions from the whole of Germany amounting to 
about ten billion dollars, which it proposed to 
make a first charge on what was left of the 
German economy, East and West. 


For seventeen long and desperate months, un- 
til August 29, 1947, this “plan” remained in ef- 
fect in Western Germany. The area became, in 
Woodsworth’s words, “a stagnant fen.” 


„ But in the East the Soviets were busy. They 
had Germany’s ‘‘breadbasket,’”’ and in their zone 
they got the Germany economy at work again. 
They made their occupied area an asset, while 
we made of ours an increasing liability which de- 
pended upon our charity for food and for cloth- 
ing. To all attempts by the United States, Britain 
and Francé to secure the intergrated German 
economy, agreed upon at Potsdam, the Russian 
returned evasive. replies. Nor were they stupid: 
outwardly encouraging us to ruin Western Ger- 
many, they were busy rehabilitating Eastern Ger- 
many. To hungry men, bread is the most im- 
portant thing in the world. The Russians knew 
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perfectly well that hungry Germans in the West 
would conclude: The Americans and British talk 
to us of freedom while they destroy us. But in 
the Soviet Zone men work and their wives and 
children eat. 


Our Planners, had they been gifted with or- 
dinary foresight, could have predicted precisely 
this condition, without consulting soothsayers or 
astrologers. But of course what these Planners 
did was not their work: however unwitting, their 
planning was in effect the planning of Soviet 
Russia herself. That they did not sense the cer- 
tain Consequences, or that for.a year and a half 
they would not admit it if they did, is another 
evidence of their utter incompetence. With evil 
results piling up like truckloads of garbage in the 
back yard and on the lawn, they held their noses 
and exuded cheerful optimism until August 29th 


last.

On that day the British and. American zones, 
which had been combined for purposes of econ- 
omic planning, were handed a new plan. The 
American commander, General Lucius D. Clay, 
had received his authority from a directive (heav- 
enly world!) approved by the State, War and 
Navy Departments on July 15th. This long- 
winded directive makes amazing reading, as does 
the plan issued on August 29th. Both have been 
hailed a sharp turn in the road, away from the 
whole Morgenthau complex and looking toward 
the creation of an economically sound Germany. 
They are nothing of the kind. 


This new scheme is not five per cent better 
than the original Morgenthau plan. 


What else could anyone have expected? Can 
Planners who have consistently and colossally 
bungled what is at root a simple problem, who 
have spent twenty-eight frantic monibhs making a 
bad situation incredibly worse, suddenly emerge 
as wise or just men with a sound program? 
Would receivers in bankruptcy of an industrial 
enterprise continue to employ incompetent man- 
agement merely because it claimed to have ‘‘a 
new plan” — and without examining the plan? 


The new plan, to continue the metaphor above, 
is not one for garbage removal. It is merely a 
plan for a little less garbage, plus the use of large 
quantities of expensive perfume to spray over 
the vast quantities that still remain. 


What the Planners propose is simple. The 
level of the German industry, as provided for in 
the plan of March 28, 1946, was too low. So we 
will raise it. We will bring it up to the level of 
1936, the last normal pre-war year. That’s being 
fair to the Germans, isn’t it? We are now giv- 
ing the Germans Hope. This is an Incentive. If 
they attain the 1936 level they will have a Healthy

Let’s examine this revised plan. 


The first fact that strikes us is the paragraph 
that that appears at the very end of the official 


text: 


“The production of aluminum, beryllium, vana- 
dium and magnesium is prohibited under the pre- 
ivous level of industry plan. No plants in these 
industries will be made available for reparations 
purposes pending further review. No change is 
proposed in the arrangements made under the pre- 
vious plan in regard to ball bearings, synthetic 
ammonia, synthetic rubber and synthetic gasoline 


and oil.” 


There is the end of the romance. Now you 
know what will happen to the chief character. 
He is going to die. It is true that aluminum can 
be used for war. It is also true that no industry 
with modern equipment can be created if you 
deny it aluminum and vanadium. But the last 
sentence is the payoff: for modern industry can- 
not exist without ball bearings. And where one 
cannot get large quantities of natural rubber and 
oil (and you cannot, without the means to pay 
for them) you have no way of creating the nec- 
essary transportation. Yet German industry,

fixing of a figure which means there will not be — 


enough steel to supply normal European needs — 


when the German production is added to other 
continental production, speaks for itself. Not only 
will the German economy remain sick — the 


whole European economy will be sick. for the 


steel it will need but cannot get. 
Which is just what Moscow wants. 


In the heavy machinery industry, enough equip- 
ment is to be left to supply eighty per cent of 
“pre-war production.” But thirty-five per cent 
of present capacity is to be dismantled and re- 
moved. In light machinery, in which Germany 
was comparatively weak before the war, 119 per 
cent of pre-war capacity is to be retained, while 
twenty-three per cent of existing plants are to be 
dismantled and removed. In machine tools, the 
rate of permitted production is raised so that 
twenty-six and one-tenth per cent of 1938 pro- 
duction may be manufactured, instead of the 
eleven and four-tenths per cent figure of the 
March 28, 1946, plan. This, according to the 
Planners, “must be retained in order to support 
the revised level of industry.” Yet how can an 
industry achieve pre-war normal levels with only 
a quarter of pre-war machine tool production? 


Then add this to the rest: thirty-five per cent 
of existing machine tools plants are earmarked 
for dismantling and removal. Obviously the 
Planners themselves do not expect their permitted 
They don‘t want them 
to be reached. As usual, they are deceiving the 
American people. 


Yet the most astounding fact is the over-all 
estimate of the Planners themselves. 


The bi-zonal area has now a population of six 
million above its 1936 total. By 1952, it is ex- 
pected it will be from “eight to ten millions’’ 
more. But the 1936 level of industry plan” is 
based on the needs of a population of thirty-four 
million, not the forty-four million who are ex- 
pected to live there by 1952. Thus the Planners 
tell us that the level of industry that could sup- 
port thirty-four millions at the 1936 level, will 
furnish a rate of production for the increased pop- 
ulation of ‘“‘approximitely sevent:-rive per cent 
of 1936.” That alone could be the difference 
between prosperity and a bare-subsistence level 
of economy. 


The Planners admit that the old plan — the - 


disastrous plan from which they have now turned 
with loathing, although it was their own — would 
have sufficed to “provide production fifty-five 
per cent of 1938, which would have been about 
seventy to seventy-five per cent of the 1936 pro- 
duction.” The great change they offer now is a 


plan that will provide at the most, not more than, 
five per cent more for the expected population. 


The Planners now see what everyone else has 
seen for a long time, that since Russia now holds 
the agricultural East, the Western Germans will 
have to import more foreign food at higher prices 
than they did in 1936. To pay for it, they will 
have to export more. How much more? The 
Planners answer: ‘‘at least fiften per cent more 
in volume than in 1936.” So, on top of a pro- 
duction level admittedly no more than seventy- 
five per cent of 1936 for the estimated population 
in 1952, must be saddled an additional fifteen 
per cent in exports, leaving the internal economy 
further depleted by just that much. 


Anyone who would buy this plan under the 
impression we are creating an economically strong 
Western Germany to aid European recovery and 


to counterweight the Soviet zone of Germany, —

“It is, that the United States, in Eur$pe, with 


‘the power either to encourage the natural recon- 


struction of a free economy in Western Germany, 
or to impose upon it a planned economy, is im- 
posing a planned economy. The economy of 
Europe as a whole must, by inexorable conse- 


quence, follow the pattern set in Germany. By- 


fixing upon Germany a planned economy we 


are, therefore, fastening a planned economy upon 


the whole of Europe.

The fact is that our Planners, being New Deal 
Socialists, are playing with Socialists in Germany, 
as they are through all of Europe. And Socialism 
and Communism being essentially the same, we 
are playing straight into the hands of Soviet Rus- 
sia. 

‘Let us understand the implications of our pol- 
icy. It is often represented to us in the United 
States that Europe has gone so far into socializa- 
tion that the process cannot be stopped. We are 
told we will have to support it or abandon Europe 
to Communism or chaos. 


This is sheer rubbish. It is we, and no other, 
who are imposing upon our defeated foe, and 
through him on his nieghbors, an economy in 
which such remnants of free ‘enterprise as are 
permitted to remain can only wither and die. 
Had the period from March 28, 1946 to August 
29, 1947 been one of true revival of industry 
under the free enterprise system, the British crisis 
would never have come to pass. Britain would 
still have wen faced with crucial and perilous 
decisions, to be sure. But the festering sore at 
the heart of European economy, which is Ger- 
many, is spreading its infection through the 
whole body. 


It is time to talk plainly. We believe the in- 
fluence that: was the author of the Morgenthau 
plan, if indeed it was not the cause that brought 
us into World War Il, is an over-ambitious, ag- 
gressive, arrogant and ruthless group that works 
mostly behind the scenes.

Ohe should first know what is the Government 
of a nation before trying to tell about it. For the 
jawbone of an ass is just as dangerous as a weapon 
today as it was in the days of Samson. Now, the 
basis of our particular Government is its Constitu- 
tion.

In the United States of America our form of 
Government is that of a republic — not that of a 
democracy.

The Spanish Embassy, ‘in Washington, has is- 
sued the following commentary, under date of 


October 31, 1947:

Once’ again, as om previous occasions, the 
Spanish Red Committee — before, now and at all 
times an instrument of Communism — has turned 
up in New York like a vagrant burh to implore 
of the United Nations that they intervene in mat- 
ters which are reserved to the sovereignty of 
Spain. It once again ransacks*the rubbish-heap 
of lies and calumnies, it invents figures for im- 
aginary executions, revives the myth of tortures 
by the police, which have never been proven, 
and produces against the homeland of Spaniards 
something similar to a movie melodrama. 


Last year the Spanish Red Committee was 
“selling” the manufacture in Pamplona of the 
atomic bomb, ‘and the construction of four 35,000 
tons battleships in some fairy shipyard. This 
year it is the turn of “human rights.” It appears 
that Spain does not respect “human rights.” 
Rather than atomic bombs and battleships, the 
Red committee has now discovered 100,000 
prisoners ip, Spain! No less, no more. The ‘state- 
ment’ is aS untrue, as ridiculous and as slanderous 
as all their previous “statements”. And who 
make up the Red committee, that is to say, the 
so-called Government of the so-called Republic 
in exile, presided over last year by Giral and now 
by Albornoz? They are the men who governed 
Red Spain from 1936 to 1939. What did these 
men do? What was their idea of the rights ‘of 
man? We will refer to the words of a Spaniard 
of universal:fame, the dramatist Jacinto Bena- 


vente, ,a Nobel prize winner, who, on his libera- . 


tion by the national forces of Franco, wrote the 
following words about ‘the type of existence 
which the Red government organized for several 
million Spaniards: 


“Our physical sufferings had not been the 
most important. There was nothing to eat, 
nothing to smoke. But worst of all was the spir- 
itual anguish, that swung between fear and hope, 
faith and despair. This, at the same time, sus- 
tained us. I will not collapse — we told our- 
selves — 1 will see the end. But the end never 
seemed to arrive. 


“Those who have never lived in the Red Zone 
in Spain only know one side of the war. We 
know all of it. But we will not pretend to be 
heroes; our sufferings were small in the light of 
the heroism of those who have fought and won. 

“When anyone has dared to reproach me: 
‘But were you a Red?’ I have answered merely: 
‘Had I been Red, my indignation would have been 
greater, on witnessing my ideals thus dishonored

The only disagreeable ek- 
ment in their material prosperity would be re- 
morse; but to feel remorse, you must have a 
conscience. There was no fear on that score; 
you cannot steal a conscience, and that would 
have been their only means of acquiring one . .” 


THE ELEPHANTS AND THE GNATS 


Once upon a time there was a tribe of some 
fifty elephants who had been living happily in 
their native habitat; living as elephants should; 
thinking elephant thoughts; and acting as ele- 


phants. And in the elephant tradition, when they - 


set out to go any place, they moved in a straight 
line forward — directly to their goal. 


Now it happened, as these things sometimes | 


do, that a small group of gnats, numbering five 
in all, came to live with the elephants. Each 
gnat took up his abode in the left ear of one of 
the leading elephants. 


Because of the gnats, these five elephants 
gave up their straight line movements, and started 
turning to the left. Because of the standing of 


these elephants, most of the other elephants fol- . 


lowed suit. But because they kept turning to the 
left, they soon began going around in Circles. 
Some of the elephants did not like this, but they 
were cautioned by their leaders to remember that 
the gnats were God’s creatures, 


And so, the elephants who did not like what 
was going on began meeting in secret to bemoan 
the fact that so many elpheants had ceased to act 
as elephants, and to think elephant thoughts. 
But their leaders stated publicly that the elephants 
should not refer to themselves as elephants, but 
as God’s creatures, which, of course, they were. 
The word “elephant” became almost obsolete 
in their vocabulary.

At some of the secret meetings (in concealed 
places for fear of the gnats) from which the ele- 
phants with gnats in their ears were excluded, 
the fear was expressed that elephants could no 
longer continue to exist simply as elephants, that 
they would continue to run around in circles 
counter-clockwise, and that the gnats had already 
taken over. 


Finally a wise old elephant said “There is no 
doubt in my mind that gnats are God’s creatures; 
but that doesn’t mean that God intended them to 
live in elephants’ ears. It may even be that they 
have a wonderful philosophy — that is, for gnats. 
But let the forty-five of us take the gnats out of 
the ears of the other five. We shall not destroy 
the gnats; we may even be able to help them 
live as gnats should; although it is doubtful that 
they need our help. And in the meantime, let us 
simply stop talking about the gnats. If we act as 
elephants, and think elephant thoughts, and keep 
the gnats out of our ears, we have nothing to 
worry about.” 


And the elephants took the advice of their 
comrade. They stopped going around in circles 
counter-clockwise. Once again they drove 
straight to their goal.. And prosperity came once 
more to them. 


But to each elephant the most amazing thing 
about the whole episode was the realization of 
how much stronger an elephant is than a gnat.

Mr. Herbert Hoover observed not long ago, 
after his trip to Germany, that if German non- 
military industry were permitted to recover, free 
from strangulating controls, the burden of keep- 
ing Germany on the American dole would be 
lifted from the back of the American taxpayer. 
Whatever he may feel about the recent war, it is 
to our interest and that of the world that Ger- 
many be brought to safe economic health.

“But how can we reasonably defend locally 
those whose activities elsewhere have caused, 
notwithstanding the bland pretentions of fellow 
travelers, the imprisonment of our Bishops and 
the murder of our priests in Yugoslavia, the con- 
fiscation of our institutions and the suppression 
of our press elsewhere in Eastern Europe, the 
profanation of our shrines and the terror of our 
people in Italy and France?” he asked. 


“And so our answer,” said Archbishop Cush- 
ing, “to those who ask us to sympathize with

General Franco finally drove the Commumn’sts out of Spain after a bloody revolution 


and the death of a million. and a half people. 


Stalin is now working through his Fifth

guns and supplies were smuggled into Spain. 
Previous to the outbreak of the revolution, a list 
had been prepared in each town and city, naming 
all who were to be liquidated.

| HOW STALIN'S AGENTS START A REVOLUTION 


(Ed. Note: This article by Mr. Kenneth Goff, who 
was for several*Years at the top in the Youth Move- 
ment of the Communist Party in America, gives the 
reader a broader idea of the importance of the Span- 
ish situation as regards our own freedom, here in the 
U.S. Mr. Goff was closely associated with Earl 
Browder and Eugene Dennis for some time).

Eugene Dennis, my former mentor in the 
Communist Party . . the man who recruited 
me into the organization in 1936, and gave me 
the alias JOHN KEATS, has been sentenced to 
prison. 


By an interesting paradox, six of the twelve 
Washington jurors, who found Dennis guilty, 
were negroes. 


This must have been a hard blow, because the 
Communist Party — of which he is General 
Secretary, has for years concentrated their prop- 


aganda upon the negro population of the United 


States. 


We were told in Party circles that the negro 
was to be robbed of his religion . . . organized 
into shock troops to do the dirty work, and bear 
the brunt of the street fighting, when the revolu- 
tion came . . and to be encouraged toward. 
acts of violence, particularly rape, as the Nation 
became more and more sovietized by propaganda. 

Sheer duplicity prompts the Party to choose a, 
negro to run for Vice President, from time to 
time, on the Communist ticket. I know what the 
leaders really think of the black race! 


Considerable progress has been made in gen- 
erating hatred for Christianity and democratic 
government among negroes. Langston Hughes, 
the negro poet, is an example. His song, “Good- 
bye Christ,” symbolizes a trend, and illustrates 
what Communism is accomplishing, to an alarm- 
ing degree, among the members of his race. The 
words.go as follows:

Speaking of Eugene Dennis . . . let me say 
that information regarding his close connections 
with the Kremlin, came to me while 1 was active 
in the Party. 1 learned that he and Stalin were 
warm personal friends. In fact Dennis discussed 
with me some of the secret exchanges, that passed 
between himself and the dictator. 


This will be made clear as | proceed. 


The winter of 1936 and ’37 was a momentous 
period for the International Communist Party. 
It was engaged in civil war, within the borders 
of Spain. Party members throughout the world 
were instructed to cooperate in recruiting an 
INTERNATIONAL ARMY. 


A place was made on every agenda, of Party 
meetings in the United States, for the discussion 


~ 


of Spain. Official Washington approved the 
procedure, The Germans gained the everlastmg 
animosity of President Roosevelt when they sent 
armed forces to, help on the side of Franco. 

Every comrade had to take a physical exam- 
ination, by a Party doctor, to determine whether 
he was fit for military service overseas. This con- 
firms m ystatement in an earlier article — that . 
the Communist Party is NOT A PARTY. 

It is rather, an underground, revolutionary army, 
representing a foreign power. 

Dennis „instructed me, and other members of 
the Milwaukee branch, that in the event of being 
sent to Spain we were to learn every method of 
Street fighting, to qualify as officers when the 
revolution would break in our American Cities. 

Thousands of American comrades were as- 
signed to duty in Spain, with the two International 
Divisions — the Abraham Lincoln Brigade and 
the George Washington Brigade. 


During this period, a change took place in the 
Party leadership in Wisconsin, JOE STALIN 
PERSONALLY ORDERED DENNIS TO SPAIN, 
WITH INSTRUCTIONS TO SEND HIS RE- 
PORTS DIRECTLY TO THE KREMLIN. 

This instantly elevated our Wisconsin leader to 
a place of supreme importance in the thinking of 
all American comrades. ‘

Practically all Party members sent from the 
United States to participate in the Spanish civil 
war, had to be smuggled out of the Country. 
They encountered no opposition from New Deal 
departments at Washington. 

Wisconsin comrades were equipped with fake 
passports obtained under aliases. My father-in- 
law’s apartment became the clearing House for 
this illegal practice. 

These were picked up daily by Dorothy Hart- 
man, alias Doris Berger, whom I later married 
— and whose conversion was ultimately re- 
sponsible for my acceptance of Christ and com- 
plete repudiation of Communism. 

Dorothy would deliver the passports to Party 
headquarters at Milwaukee, where they were 
assigned to those ordered to Spain. 

The enlistees were then sent to New York, 
where they embarked for France. There the Blum 


` government gave them arms, after which they 


were smuggled through the Pyrenees Mountains 
under cover of darkness. Many never came back, 

Those who returned were made heroes at 
specially planned home comings. Elaborate 
parties were given them at New York. Here the 
most brazen experiences in sexual promiscuity, 
ever produced by human degeneracy, were pub- 
licly related. 

Under the influence of liquor, these returning 
soldiers of the revolution poured out to gleeful 
listeners, their unspeakable, barbaric adventures 
in Spain. 

They told of raids on convents, where every 
Nun would be repeatedly raped by alternating 
Red beasts, until dead. Then their bodies would 
be piled high, like cordwood, in public places. 
After being swathed with oil, the torch was ap- 
plied, and the stench of burning flesh became a 
sweet odor to the nostrils of these half-crazed 
Communists. 

Returning comrades told of their vandalistic 
destruction of church property. Some displayed 
rosary beads and other ornaments, stolen from 
the bodies of Priests whom they had slain. Pro- 
testants, though fewer in number, suffered in 
proportion. I shall never be able to erase these 
horrible eke stories from my memory. Would 
to God that I could! 

Such meetings were held behind carefully 
guarded, closed doors. Only Party members 
were treated to these sadistic demonstrations, 


called “home comings.”

When Dennis left for Spain, his position was 
filled by an oldtime revolutionist from’ Russia, 
who went under the name of Ned Sparks. 

This man remained in Wisconsin until the 
close of World War II . . . after which he was 
assigned to the Los Angeles area.

The Two Requests to Congress 
Not Necessarily Related 
. But the two requests made to Congress by the 

President have no necessary relation to each 
other. On the surface it appears that they do— 
‘since we are asked, first, to aid Europe with food, 
and second, to adopt price controls and rationing 
as a consequence of such generosity. To make 
it appear in this light without the President actual- 
ly saying so may be smart politics, but it is simply 
not true. The food to be sent Europe this winter 
will, at the most, be only a small fraction of our 
domestic supply. This isn’t what has led the 
President to ask that we be returned to a con- 
trolled economy. It is something else. 


That something else is the “Marshall Plam.” 
Although emergency relief has been cleverly 
coupled with the demand for ‘‘controls,”’ the two 
do not belong together in any accurate analysis 
of the whole situation. Emergency aid is within 
our ability and it can stand or fall on its own 
merits. But the two proposals which should be 
discussed together, and which are inextricably 
interwoven with each other are, the Marshall 
Plan and the plan for controls. They are two 
facets of the same design. 


The “Truman Plan” 
Underlying what we may now call the “Tru-

accepts both, he must go along with the Plan.

Christmas is a time 
of rejoicing and expressing good will and should 
be devoid of religion.” 


After protests by the Knights of Columbus, 
Catholic War Veterans, the Protestant Council, 
Bishop Charles K. Gilbert of the Episcopal Di- 
ocese of New York, and Dr. Norman Vincent 
Peale of Marble Collegiate Church, Bilderslee 
said: 


“I do not intend to revoke my order and will 
not do so unless ordered by my superior”. 


Supporting this Marxist in his anti-Christian 
order, were the Communist Front, the American 
Civil Liberties Union, which gave birth to the 
Civil Right Committee appointed by President 
Truman with Marxist Morris Ernst the mainspring 
and guiding genius. He is former president of 
A.C.L.U., which is packed with Communists.

These Two Assumptions 


Let us examine these two assumptions. 


Without question the basic economic emer- 
gency in Europe is grave. We have shown how 
dependent the economy of all Europe is upon 
the restoration of Germany. The War of 1939- 


1945 was disastrous to the European economy — 


as a whole, so that even under favorable con- 
ditions reconstruction will be a long and pane 
process. ' 


But the natural healing of the wounds of Eùr- 
ope has been retarded by three factors. The first 
is, the stupidity of American-British policy with 
regard to most of Europe, especially Germany 
and Spain. 


. 
The second retarding factor is the Soviet Union. 
With Eastern and part of Central Eufope under 
its control, Russia has been striving, through ecoh- 
omic and political devices, to keep Western -Eu- 
rope from recovery. The- purpose is obvious: 
if its strategy succeeds, all Europe will be brought 

under the hammer and sickle. ' 


The third factor is the emergence in Europe 
of a rash of socialist governments. These have 
proceeded to “nationalize” as much as possible 
of the resources and industry of their respective 
countries. And this has retarded recovery. In 
Britain and France the consequences have been 
close to tragic. Nor have’ we seen the: end of 


them. 
The situation we face in Europe, then, is a 


complex of factors in which the economic factor ~ 


is not alone. 


But the economic factor must, in the long run, 
be decisive. If Western European economy, 

ich must function as a whole or not at áH, rę- 
covers soundly, there will be no Red advance to 
the Atlantic. For people with a higher standard 
of living will not knowingly exchange it for a 
lower standard like Russia’s. 


How does the Marshall Plan propose to cute 
the ills of Europe? A 


Short of war, the economic and political factors 
of the Soviet Union must be recognized and 
reckoned with just as is the weather or geography. 
The Marshall Plan cannot change them. 


Sixteen European states outside the Soviet 
orbit (not including Spain or Germany) have met 
in Paris, at our request—not on their own mo- 
tion—to consider their needs. After scaling many 
billions from their original estimates, they finally 
asked the United States for $18 billions over a 
period of five years. 


According to our Administration, the dignity 
and independence of the nations willing to accept 
our aid must be scruplously respected. To put it 
another way, we dare not condition our aid upon 
the kind of government a country has, or the 


degree to which that government may decide to 


adopt a socialist economy. This means that the 
money and goods requested of us will go not to 
mere physical relief or to the encouragement of 
private business, but to the creation and main- 
tenance of state monopolies — of a socialist 
Europe. 

The reasoning behind this thinking is curious. 
On the one hand we are told that the Marshall 


Plan alone will keep despairing and resperate ‘ 


Europe from sliding into the Communist abyss. 
Then we are told that if we attach any conditions 
as to the use of our billions, which we are giving 
away free, our impertinence and insolence will be 
resented. If we are to save Europe from the 
Communist (Marxist) abyss, we must not insult- 
ingly ask it to refrain from turning and jumping 
into the Socialist (Marxist) abyss. Europe might 
‘not take our money! : 


What About Germany? 
But what does the Marshall Plan do for Ger-

Paris conference or would-be recipients of aid, 
for it is divided between East and West, and the 
portion we control has no common government 
save Our own. So far as we can learn the plan 
for Germany discussed in a recent article is the 
Marshall Plan for Germany. Bat, as that article 
showed, the plan of August 29, 1947, for Ger- 
many is only the Morgenthau Plan for revenge 
to restore German economy. No real European 
recovery is thinkable without a drastic change in 
our attitude toward Germany. The Marshall Plan 


gives no hint of any such change.

Let us establish the principle of freedom in 
Germany, where we have the power to do it, and 
we will force other countries to return to free 
enterprise and maximum reward. They will be 

so forced, not by us, but by their own people. 
They will not stand by and see Germany go 
ahead, without adopting the same principle. 
Bureaucratic control of business and industry can 
never compete on equal terms with a free econ- 
omy. * * » Germany is the principal key 
to European recovery. Give Germany the chance 
to recover, beyond temporary relief, there will 
be little need for American loans to European 
countries. 

And, incidentally, Spain is not found among 
countries to receive aid under the Marshall Plan. 
She has been left out because the extreme Ift- 
wingrs in the Administration have so ordered. 
Yet Spain needs little, her credit is high, and 
strategically speaking it is more important to 
America to strengthen Spain than any country 
on the Continent.

The agitation for the Marshall Plan has em- 
phasized extremme crisis and impending doom, 
unless we come across with the $18 billion. Yet 


_ there are many indications that the nature of the 


“emergency” has been misrepresented and ex- 
aggrated. The American pople, who have no 
direct access to the facts, have been given the 
impression that without the Marshall Plan dol- 
lars, the European economy faces imminent col- 
alpse. What are facts? 

They are not nearly so black as painted. De- 
spite the stifling, bureaucratic blanket which 
Socialism has thrown over human effort, yet the 
economy of Europe is far from dead. Remove 
the Socialist shackles, let the natural energies

But along with these were many who in 1939 
to 1944 were in the forefront of the effort to get 
America into war. It is fair to assume that these 
internationalists are the mainspring of this Stim- 
Lot Committee. Conspicuous among them is the 
name of Clark. Eichelberger, professional pro- 
moter of internationalism. He was long the ex- 
ecutive officer of the Committee to Defend Am- 
erica by Aiding the Allies. He it was who ap- 
peared in June 1946 before the Resolutions Com- 
mittee of the Republican National Committee in 
Chicago to advise the Republican Party what to 
put into its platform. When, as he finished, a 
bystander asked him if he was.not a Fourth Term 
Democrat, and, if so, what was he doing advising 
the Republican Party, he abruptly left the hall 
without replying. 

Eichelberger’s action here is typical of the way 
the gullible Republican Party drafted its plat- 
forms in 1936, 1940 and 1944, and of the way 
its candidates conducted their campaigns. Since 
it-is desirable that real issues be presented to the 
voters at the polls in 1948, if the Republicans in 
Congress and in next June’s convention permit 
the internationalist crew, sparked by the Eichel- 
bergers, again to dictate their program, then no 
real issues “will be presented, and the outcome 


will be the same as twelve, eight and four years 


previously.

There is an American way, and we should 
choose it.

Jt is not even an appeal for 
sympathy — we have ceased to be human beings. 
We merely ask that you do not be deceived by 
illusions of the ‘Paradise’ promised you by Com- 
munists, in which, you are told, working condi- 
tions have been improved and women made in- 
dependent and equal to men. 


“No, in Russia there is neither the promised 
. ‘Paradise’, nor better working conditions, nor

“They took from us the housework and light 
factory labor, and compel us to fill the heavy 
jobs of men, in factories, mines and agriculture. 
This ‘emancipation’ in the Soviet is the exploita- 
tion of women by men who have reserved for 
themselves 85 percent of the light work in Offices, 
whereas, they submit women to the hardest 
labers. l 

“They have made beasts of us! In the Com- 
munist staté, we have ceased to be wives, moth: 
ers and daughters. We are slaves whom the 
Communists punish with rawhides, starvation and 


' sufferings worse than the scourge of the execu- 


tioner. We aré enslaved for constant drudgery, 
and for the most repulsive vices! 

“We. suffer from our twelfth year (in some 
instances, our sufferings begin earlier). From 
that age, if we want a piece of dry black bread, 
or if we wish employment, we are forced to sell 
our bodies! If we do not submit, we become 
victims of violence. Resistance, or protestation 
before the government is useless, because that 


is conidered ‘bourgeois presumption’ which must 


be punished. 

“When we marry, it is never because of love 
(love is also considered ‘bourgeois presumption’) 
tut simply to share a.dwelling wherein to sleep. 
The husband, if we have children, almost invar- 
iably, soon casts us aside as useless. 

“Our children, to whom we cannot given even 
the bare necessities of life, soon become street 
waifs roaming from town to town like hungry 
dogs seeking something to eat. These are the 
future population of Russia, nurtured by Com- 
munists. . 

“And we, women who at twelve have begun 
to live as mothers, at 25, become wrecks. In 
factories we are assigned to the heaviest work; 
in the mines, we toil in darkness; in the fields, 
in groups of 30 or 40 we pull plows; too fre- 
quently cur backs are lashed with the brigadier’s 
whip. Women in the fields are substitutes for 
broken tractors, and are worked instead of horses 
of which there is a scarcity. If any dares protest, 
she is tortured with hunger. When, in the towns 
and in the country, women are given a wage, it 
is as little as 60 to 120 rubles. And even of this 
they are forced to contribute to numberless loans, 
relief, etc. 
for food, clothing and rent, and frequently the 
support of a ‘husband’ they are compelled to re- 
main married to. - 

“Those in power indulge in luxury at the ex- 
pense of our toil, our beggarly existence. Living 
apartments belong to the state, and we must pay 
for a Small space much more than private owners 
formerly received. In these dwellings we live, 
six, eight men and women in one room! 

“Clothing and footwear can be obtained only 
with the greatest difficulty, unless one has some 
protection from the government office. Most 
of the women are ‘dressed’ in rags. Rags are 
worn instead of shoes. 


“We, who write this had belonged to the 
peasant class during the Czar’s regime. We 
We 


complained. about the Czar’s government.

You 
know full well that thousands of individuals, in- 
fected with ideologies dangerous to our well- 
being, have been allowed to cross our borders. 
Many of these diseased and undesirable individ- 
uals have been run in unlawfully. Many come 
as part of a.well developed plan to destroy us. 
You will remember that at one time a bill passed 
the Congress to put out of our country large 
numbers of aliens unlawfully within our gates, 
and you may recall, Senator, that that bill was 
vetoed by the late President Roosevelt.

Communist consciousness, the’ cause 
of Socialism itself, calls for a mass change in” 
human nature, which can be achieved only in the 
course.of the practical revolution. Hence, revo- 
lution is not only necessary because there is no 
other way of overthrowing the ruling class (bour- 
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geisie),but also because ` ‘only in the process of 


revolution is the overthrowing class (Commun- 
ists, proletariat) to purge itself of the dross of 
the old society and become capable: of-créating 
a new Seciety.”’ 
International,. p. 52). 


And, in the process, according to the ‘Male 
Engels-Lenin-Stalin-Bolshevik. mastership, capit- 
alism, or the “old” sociéty and the “old” form 
of government are wiped out, Christian Civiliza- 
tion is destroyed and the hated Neroian system 
of Godless, Marxist, Bolshevism is installed. 
(Foundation of PEMAI, Stalin, p.46).
